These kulaxs are 
nv being deported. 1/ 


4, There are also indications that these deportations form mrt of a drive against 
those who sympathized with, or gave aid to, the partisans.

The individual account sheets record actual quantities and types of geoeds received from 
named foreign suppliers, the price ef goods, delivery date, and ether pertinent data as indicated 
abeve. The third column (Bills) As not very meaningful without mere complete data. The figures 
furnished in this column are, ractically all cases, tetally unrelated to the price-quantity 
figures furnished for the shipments and erders. These eeeee may perhaps indicate balances due, 
freight charges er the like. The "Bill" figures should net be utilized without securing additiena: 
information as te thei meaning. 


The GDR imperts listed include such items as Straits tin, seldering tin; aluminum sheet, 
rhodium, tantalum sheet, nickel, chromium, metallurgical soft lead, etc, 


A number of ledger sheets headed "Spesifikatien® furnish specifications for some products 
if such infermatien is not imcluded a in the actual account sheet, 


The last 5 pages apparently constitute an import erder register where each erder is 
entered at the time when it is placed. This register contains the fellewing infeorsmtien: 
Consecutive number; centract nunber; mw quantity(in kihogram); item imperted; name and address
